] Donough Airways have offered to move 
the apparatus free from Hunter Bay to 
Echo Bay. And a private party has of- 
fered free quarters for the station at 
Echo Bay. The cost to the Government 
would thus be the salaries of the men em- 
ployed and the other expenses incidental 
to operation. Against which would go 
whatever the station collected as tolls on 
messages sent and received. 

There is a certainty that prospecting 
and development will be going on apace in 
that area during the summer. Already 
men and supplies are being sent in, and 
with the opening of spring that is bound 
to become a thriving mining cam The 
outlook for doing a prosperous bus ness at 
the radio station is correspondingly : 
to say nothing of the obligation the Gov- 
ernment has to assist in the opening up 
and development of new mineral areas, 
and the indirect benefit the national reve- 
nues stand to gain from such develop- 
ment. 

Great Bear Lake is a long way from 
Ottawa, and what happens or is to hap- 
pen there may appear to be a matter of 
remote interest in comparison with the 
urge to cut expenditure. But that is by 
no means a matter of little or remote con- 
cern to western Canada, and particularly 
to northern Alberta. Members represent- 
ing this part of the Dominion should 
make it their business to protest the penny- 
wise and pound-foolish policy of refusing 
to give this very modest amount of as- 
sistance to the investigation and exploita- 
tion of the mineral resources of that re- 
gion. 

The member for East Edmonton in 
particular owes it to his constituents and 
his city to urge a reversal of the decision 
that is said to have been made. He is a 
highly ed supporter of the Govern- 
nent, therefore in position to press 
ince of the matter effectively.
